In view of the disappointing experi- 

ence of England and other European 

powers with guns of excessively large 
caliber. many naval offvers believe that 
a sixteen-inch gun has no place on any 

vessel, and is certainly too large for a 

vessel of but 4,000 tons, such as this. 
Indeed, it is argued that any gun above 
twelve inches in caliber simply weighs 
down a sbip, in which every ton is 
precious, without coatributing any Cor- 
responding advantage, 

It is therefore proposed to substitute 
for the single sixteen-inch riffle in the 
forward turret two twelve-inch guns, 
and to reduce the size of the gun in the 
after turret from twelve inches to ten. 
At-the same time it is proposed to take 
out the dynamite guu entirely. These 
changes have not yet been finally de- 
cided upon, but ag the construction of 
the vessel has alieady begun they 
‘anust be made quickly, if at all. The

Fore of Individualism. 


If Edward Gellamy accomplished 
nothing else, he has done this coun- 
try a good service in arousing a 
strong spirit of individualism 
which, so long as there was lack of 
discussion, was in danger of being 
underestimated. Bellamy pictured 
a social condition in which all 
fared alike, in which poverty was 
done away, to be sure, but which, 
thé keen incentives to endeavor 
with which we are most familiar, 
were done away also. It is notice- 
able that the lo& of individualism 
involved in such a scheme, the mo- 
notony of a state in which every- 
body is like everybody else, is the 
point which has been most vigor- 
ously attacked, and there can be 
no doubt that the sentiment 
aroused by the discussion is 4 
healthy one. Experience, so far as 
there has been any in the direction 
indicated, has shown that the peo- 
ple prefer to take their chances in 
a rough-and-tumble struggle for 
existence rather than to sacrifice 
any part of their individuality. 
This country has witnessed two 
experiments which afford forcible 
illustrations of this truth: When 
Vineland, N: J., was founded, it 
was the deliberate purpose with 
the founders to make it in 
every way a model com- 
munity. Almost everything that 
anybody ever objected to was 
prohibited to the citizens of that 
ideal municipality, and for a time 
the experiment attracted wide- 
spread attention. But the love of 
personal liberty proved to be as 
strong in Vineland as anywhere, 
and the original design was practi- 
cally lost sight of years ago. 

Pullman, Il. is another illustra- 
tion of the aversion people come 
to feel to the dull monotony of 
com‘ortable existence. This model 
town has the lowest death rate in 
the world. It would seem, too, a 
disagreeable place for all well-dis- 
posed persons to live in. In the 
way of esthetic surroundings, 
houses of great comfort, conven- 
ience and sanitary perfection, 
church, theater and library privi- 
leges for each and all, withont dis- 
tinction of means, there is no town 
like Pullman in the world. Yet it 
is asserted that people live there, 
as a rule, only from business neces- 
sity. As soon as they can do so 
without sacrifice, and sometimes 
even at a sacrifice, they do so, and 
choose apparently less desirable 
homes, where they can have more 
voice in the management of them 
—where, in a word, they can exer- 
cise greater individuality, the ten- 
dency to which outweighs all the 
advantages Pullman has to offer. 
Mankind will have undergone a 
great change before even a slight 
approach to communism will be 
patiently tolerated, much less en- 
joyed. 


Tue fight against free trade, says 
the San Francisco Chronicle, goes 
bravely on in England, and the 
men who are advocating protection 
are using the admissions of the 
enemy with effect. When a free 
trader points to the magnificent 
results of the policy, the protee=" 
tionists refer hing to passages like 
this, taken from:“ Six Centuries of 
Work and Wages,” by Thorold 
Rogers:
